ADVANCE CHECK URGED 
FOR POLIO 


Doctor Richard A. Hartmann of Bay 
St. Louis pointed out today that the 
warm weather polio season ahead re- 
quires an advance check-up now to 
eliminiate “subluxations which are pre- 
disposing factors to the disease.” 

"Our research centers are noting .a 
strong trend toward polio which coin- 
cides with vertebral subluxations,” said 
the local Chiropractor, in urging . that 
spinal check-ups be made now, espec- 
ially for childlren, so that ‘these’ pre- 
disposing factors to polio may be 
corrected before they have a chance to 
strike.” 

Dr. Hartmann explained that Chiro- 
practors have adopted a slogan, “For 
Poliq— Safety Fiji r st — Chiropractic 
First" as pert of their program to edu- 
cate parents to the necessity of perio- 
dic spinal check-ups which can detect 
spinal subluxations which have a ten- 
dency to weaken the threshold of re- 
sistance. "Everyone has a spinal sub- 
luxations at sometime or another," said 
the doctor, "but it is especially impor- 
tant during the polio period to be sure 
that no major subluxations exist in 
children,” he concluded.
